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SUBJECT: MEDIA REACTION LAW OF THE SEA CONFERENCE 

OPENING OF THE FIFTH SESSION OF THE III CONFERENCE 
ON LAW OF THE SEA HAS BEEN SUBSTANTIALLY COVERED IN 
SPANISH NEWSPAPERS. HOWEVER, NOTHING HAS APPEARED ON 
THE ROLE OF SPAIN ORGAINS THIS SEA SURROUNDED COUNTRY 
HOPES TO MAKES. QUOTES FOLLOW: 

NATIONAL MOVEMENT ORGAN ARRIBA SAW THE CONFERENCE 
OPENING IN "AN UNPRECEDENTED CLIMATE OF PESSIMISM". 

LDC PARTICIPATION IN EXPLOITATION OF THE SEAS WILL 
BE " ONE OF THE PRINCIPAL ITEMS OF DISCUSSION". 

HOWEVER, "THE CONFERENCE COULD END WITHOUT RESOLVING 
EXISTING DIFFERENCES... THERE COULD BE FORMED NON TRADITIONAL 
BLOCS OTHER THAN "EICH" AND "POOR" BECAUSE REGARDING 
THE SEA, THERE ARE INTERESTS THAT CORRESPOND TO A DIFFERENT 
ORDERING AS IS DEMONSTRATED IN THE CREATION OF THE "GROUP 
OF 87". THIS IS A RELITY WHICH COULD CONTRIBUTE TOWARD 
REPTURING THE ALREADY PRECATIOUS UNION OF IDENTIFIABLE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES AND THE NON ALIGNED THIRD WORLD COUNTRIES 
WHICH WILL MEET THIS MONTH IN SRI LANKA LAW OF THE SEA 
WILL ALSO BE UNDER STUDY THERE". 

INFORMACIONES ECHOED THE PESSIMISM "THE POSSIBILITIES 
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OPTIMISTIC, SINCE IT IS EXPECTED THAT, AS IN THE PREVIOUS 
MEETINGS NATIONAL INTEREST WILL PREVIAL OVER INTERNATIONAL 
ONES". 

IN MEETING HELD LAST MAY, "THE ULTIMATUM OF HENRY 
KISSINGER STOOD OUT- WARNING PARTICIPATING COUNTRIES THAT, 

IF THEY HADN'T COME TO AGREEMENT BEFORE THE END OF THE YEAR. 

THE UNITED STATES WOULD BEGIN TO UNILATERALLY EXPLOIT THE 
RICHES OF THE SEA DEPTHS. 

ROMAN CATHOLIC ORIENTED YA ENUMERATES SIX ITEMS
